Canada Before The World 


That publicity pays if it is of the right kind has been so thoroughly dem- 


onstrated that nobody now questions it. Canada should, therefore, in 1924 
reap some very great benefits from the high character of the advertising it 
has received throughout the world this year, ‘and advertising the value of 
which was &ll the greater because it has been largely of the unsolicited 
rather than of the paid variety. 

While memory fails to recall all the events of the present year which 
have served to keep Canada in the world’s limelight, a few incidents may be 
mentioned. The unofficial holiday visit of the Prince of Wales to his ranch 
in Alberta has resulted in the publication of thousands of articles; many of 
them profusely illustrated, in the newspapers and magazines of Great Britain, 
United States. and Canada, while for weeks ‘telegrapliic and cable despatches 
of his visit have been a portion of the daily newspaper readers bill of fare. «» 

Now we have David Lloyd George, still the outstanding: figure in the 
public life of the Empire, and who has been described as the greatest pub- 
licist of them all, as our guest. Other distinguished British visitors includ- 
ed Lord Birkenhead, Lord Lovat and the Empire Forestry Commission. 

For the second time in the history of the United States the President of 
the republic stepped on foreign soil when the late Mr, Harding sie his 
memorable visit to British Columbia. 

A group of editors of prominent Swiss new spapers have toured the Do- 
minion making a close study of conditions here with the object of ascertain- 
ing whether the Dominion offers a suilable field for Swiss immigrants. 

And Canadians abroad have largely aided in the good work. President 
Beatty, of the C.P.R., made an extensive tour of a number of European coun- 
tries, 
for a larger influx of immigrants of the right type than has been the case 
sincé the war put a stop to all immigration. Canada’s delegates.to the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations at Geneva brought this country very much 
to the fore through their continued advocacy of an amendment ‘to the famous 
Article 10 of the covenant, and obtained the support of every country except 
Persia. The press of the entire world followed Canada’s action with the 
keenest interest. And at’ the present time Premier King and his cotteagues 
are in London attending the Imperial Conference and the Empire Economic 
Conference, with resultant widespread publicity to their actions and speeches. 

Even the terrible Japanese disaster served to give publicity of a very 
fine kind to Canada through the splendid action of the officers and men of 
the “Empress of Australia,” thé story of whose heroism and deyotion to duty 
in the face of grave danger and unprecedented difficulty has gone around the 
world, revealing that the great traditions of the British merchant marine are 
fully upheld and maintained by those who mah Canada’s ships. 

‘ Lastly, every Canadian farmer has done his part in bringing the Domin- 
ion 'very*much to the forefront this year. Canada’s wheat crop is this year 
possibly the greatest factor influencing the export marketg of the world. 
Day by day prices on the Chicago and Liverpool markets have gone up and 
down like a jack on a string as estimates of the Canadian wheat crop have 
increased or decreased. The size of the crop, necessitating the bringing in 
some thousands of men from Great’ Britain to assist in the harvest, has focus- 
ed world attention on Canada anew as not only the bread basket of the Em- 
pire but the coming great food supply of the world. The shipments of thous- 
ands of head of cattle to the British markets is having the same effect. 

Canada’s export trade with the world is steadily growing. It is expand- 
ing in the Orient as well as in the Occident, And where Canadian natural pro- 
ducts and “Made in Canada” goods are shipped, there the Dominion is ad- 
vertised as a coming country. A notable visitor to Canada this year was the 
Rt. Hon. S. V. Srinavasa Sastri, who recently returned to India after visiting 
the various Dominions in connection with the question of Indian immigration. 
He pays a remarkable tribute to Canada, which may well be quoted in con- 
cluding this article. He says: 

“Canada is a beautiful country—a Paradise, . I travelled through it, and 
everywhere I went I was delighted with what I saw. Moreover, I was sur- 
prised at the high rate of wages paid, even for unskilled labor, and I am in- 
deed astonished that the people of Britain do not go there in far larger num- 
bers, instead of remaining in their own country, where life is so great a strug- 
gle for many of them. It seems to me that there is no comparison between 
living in England and in that Paradise, where there is also s0 much more 
work to be done than in the Old Country, The climate, the goodness of the 
food, the clearness and bracing qualities of the air, and the absence of over- 
crowding, all suggest that Canada will build up magnificent citizens.”

In an interview in Toronto, Harold 
Noice, the leader of the Stefansson 
relief expedition to Wrangel Island, 
expresses the view that Allan Craw- 
ford, the University of Toronto stu- 
dent, wno took possession of Wrangel 
Island about two yeare ago in the 
name of the King and who along with 
his companion is believed to have per- 
ished early this year, had under-esti- 
mated the difficulties and dangers of 
the task and lost his life through in- 
experience and lack of equipment. Mr. 
Noice paid a tribute to Crawford's 
selentific work. 

“He apparently made that a point 


of firgt consideration,” said Mr. 
Noice. “He made trips to the in- 
terior, He explored the mountains,

Canada’s last and best fur reserve 
is being depleted by American: whal- 
ers, which every year take out raw 
furs worth thousands of pounds free 
of duty. 

The raw fur trade of the world cen- 
tres in two or three places, and of 
these the Canadian Arctic today heads 
the list. Furs worth many thousands 
of pounds are trapped annually by the 
Eskimos, red or white trapper of the 
North West Territories, and eventual- 
ly find their way to the fashion cen- 
tres of the world. 

The annual value of all this trade, 
to Canada and tlie Empire in general 
is greatly reduced. as the result of 
American enterprise. It must be re- 


millers. to discontinue the practice of 
adding ground screenings to shorts 
and other mill offal, and to sell them 
as a separate, standardized product.

At the Central Farm at Ottawa, they 
were found to be equal to standard 
meal mixtures for this purpose, and at 
several of the branch farms and sta- 
tions the material has come to be re- 
garded as a standard feed in mainten- 
ance and to a lesser extent in fatten: 
ing mixtures.

for the United States, via Behring 
Strait and the coast of Alaska, to San 
Francisco, Seattle and other American 
coast citles. : 

And not only is the American trad- 
er and trapper able to take Canadian 
yaw furs out of the Arctic free of 
duty, but. owing to the lower cost of 
water carriage on trade goods through 
Behring Strait, as compared with the 
rail and river route for Canadian 
trade goods via Edmonton and the in- 
land waters of the Mackensie River, 
the American whaler can sell goods to 
the Arctic Eskimo much cheaper than 
can his Canadian competitor, despite 
the customs duty imposed by the Can- 
adian Governemnt on trade goods 
brought in from American ports. 

The hospitelity of the Canadian 
Government begins at Herschel Is- 
land, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police post in the Arctic Ocean, and 
the first port to call after the 
American whalers pass through 
Bebring Strait on their trading trip. 
Here the kindly Government places 
a police constable aboard each ship 
to act as customs officer and to check 
all sales made to the Eskimo. 

The whole summer the American 
whale sails the Arctic, calling at the 
various Eskimo settlements which are 
then on the coast on the lookout for 
the trading vessels. White fox skins, 
the minted gold of Arctic trade, load 
his vessel’s holds to capacity, Ameri- 
can-made goods adorn the igloo of the 
Eskimo, obtained at prices which stag- 
ger the imagination, 3 

As to trading prices, a white fox 
fur is frequently demanded in return 
for a plated safety razor or a tin 
mouth organ worth half a crown, A 
rifle worth about £7 is handed over 


io the Eskimo in return for white fox 
or other elfins worth ten times as 
much, 

Often an astute trader will set 


aside the forward end of his decks 
to accommeédate a whole village of 


Eskimo families, whom he will keep 
throughout the season long in the 
unaccustomed luxury of plum and 


apple jam, sweet biscuits, and cheap 
cigars, in return for all the furs 
which the village may trap, and for all 
the seals or polar bears which they 
may take. ‘The trade, at the end of 
the season, loads the Eskimo families 
down with a lot of cheap rubbish and 
everybody is satisfied, 

In a vain struggle to compete with 
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Mill screenings combine well with 
all grain mixtures for all classes of 
farm stock. In hog feeding they are 
useful for all classes..over three 
months of age. Equal parts bran and 
screenings answer well for dry sows, 
while for milking sows, the ration is 
improved by the addition of shorts. 
For fattening, they may be fed with 
milk or in mixture . consisting of 
screenings two parts, corn or barley, 
one part, and shorts.one part. For 
milch cows they may form up to one- 
third of the regular meal ration. 

For calves of over five months, a 
good mixture consists of oats two 
parts, -bran one part, screenings one 
part, ofl cake one-half part. For 
heifers the screenings may be consid- 
erably increased. For fattefing cat- 
tle, combine with bran, barley, corn, 
of! cake, they may replace from one- 
third to one-half of the regular meal 
mixture. Two parts each of oats, 
bran and screenings makes a good 
combination, The addition of one- 
half part of oil meal is advisable, but 
the screenings themselves frequently 
contain a considerable percentage of 
flax seed. : :

Next Newsprint Crop? 
By John W. Dafoe, Managing Editor, 
Manitoba Free Press, and Director 
Canadian Forestry Association 
The question, “Who's to grow the 
next newsprint crop?” is not as idly 
speculative as it sounds. More-than 
thirty million newspapers are run off 
the presses of the United States and 
Canada every weekday. Their raw 
material is really a flattened-out log 


provided in the form of kale, chard, 
cut clover, or mangels. Skim milk is 
fed daily, while water is before the 
birds practically all the time. Inside 
and near the front door of each pen a 
‘box of earth (dust bath) is placed.

I think the time has arrived when 
the problem of forest conservation 
must be taken aboard by the news- 
paper publishers of Canada. Pulp 
wood is growing alarmingly scarce and 
prices will be increasingly guaged by 
the factors of forest supply and ac 
cessibility. We have left forest con 
servation to the mercies of lumbermen 
and politically-minded governments, 
heediless of the fact that the lumber- 
man operates for a living, and it is 
doubtful if he has any more moral or 
patriotic responsibility for the state 
of the forests than a publisher, On 
the other hand the governments for 
mulate forest policies as public opin, 
ion’ drives, and public opinion, to.a 
greater or less degree, takes its mould 
from newspaper information. 

The newspaper publishers of Can- 
ada today are, if they choose to be, 
the principal actors in the new cam- 
paign to stop forest: vandalism and 
place the timber resources on-a basis 
of permanent _production.

The teeth are set in sockets, prop 
erly called alveol, which are simply 
holes in the bone that fit the roots of 
the teeth, 

There is a membrane that lines the 
socket and at the same time covers 
the tooth root. This is a double fac 
ed membrane which protects and 
nourished both the bony surface and 
the surface of the tooth root. The 
Jaws have transmitted to them tho 
pressure that is made upon the teeth 
in chewing and the only thing that 
acts as a shock absorber is this one 
little thin membrane that lines the 
socket. As much as two hundred and 
fifty pounds. pressure to the square 
inch {is frequently exerted upon the 
teeth. Whenever # tooth is lost the 
work that the other teeth do is in 
creased so that the pressure of chew- 
ing ‘is no longer distributed over the 
whole jaw, but is confined to those 
spots where the teeth remain. 

Is it any wonder that the bones of 
the jaw sometimes become so irritat- 
ed from over-work and so inflamed 
from abscessed teeth that consider. 
able portions of the bone jtseif may 
be lost ?. 

If the teeth are kept in a state of 
health the bones of the jaw will usual- 
ly remain strong and vigorous as na- - 
ture intended they should be.

Lighting arrangements have been per 
fected and the windows have been 
equipped with weather strips. There 
are also many added improvements 
designed to make as comfortable as 
possible the journey of the traveller 
who has to spend a number of days on 
board train. 

The new cars are being constructed 
by the Canadian Car ~and Foundry 
Company, of Montreal, and are part 
of the equipment order placed last 
spring.

Molten Lava Always Disappears When 
An Earthquake Occurs 

According to messages received at 
at Department of the Interlor at 
Washington from Superintendent 
Boles of Hawaii National Park, Kil- 
auea’s Lake of Living Fire has again 
drained out as a result of subterranean 
disturbances, the surface of the lake 
of liquid lava having dropped 600 feet 
below the rim. The east end of the 
park area was also badly broken up 
by earthquakes, the cracks emitting 
gas clouds of flame and lava. 

In' May, 1922, as a result of similar 
disturbances, the Lake of Living Fire 
disappeared, but in September of the 
same year the crater began to fill 
again. In May of this year the sur- 
face of the lake had risen-to within 
150 feet of the rim. 

The most remarkable recovery was 
on May 12, when the surface of the 
lake rose thirty feet in one day, mak- 
ing a total volume of molten lava pour- 
ed out by the scores of fountains of 
over 2,000,000 cubic yards in one day. 
The area of the lake on that day was 
over forty-five acres, or nearly eigh- 
teen city blocks.

Once a 
plantation is'started, all that is neces- 
sary for its perpetuation is the control 
of the many root stalks which the 
| plant shoots out. The plants mature 
‘in a few mcnths, and produce a single 
bunch of fruit each. 
| Bananas do not grow on the plant 
as they hang in the store, but with 
small end of the fruit pointing up- 
ward, toward the sun, A standard 
size bunch has nine “hands,” with 
from 10 to 15 bananas to a “hand,” 

Only one or two varieties of bananas 
are exported large distances from the 
| tropical plantations. About sixty 
species exist, some with frult as large 
|as a good sized rolling pin. The most 
| delicious varieties never reach Amer- 
jica because of their rapid deteriora- 
tion. -
